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Drugs In Southern California 

by RUDOLPH HARTMAN 

Area residents can be thankful that Southern Cali¬ 
fornia does have “drug” stores and pharmacists handling 
drugs for the benefit and welfare of the people. 

Though a number of drugs have hit the headlines 
through misuse, and although Uncle Sam has found it 
necessary to investigate drug firm operations, there are 
a number of facts that never seem to break through 
into print. 

For example, in the year 1968 alone, drug manu¬ 
facturers spent a total of $521 million on research. During 
the past decade, drug industry expenditures for research 
have increased at a rate more than twice as great as its 
increase in sales. 

In less than 10 years, according to the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, drug prices have declined 10 per cent in 
the face of a general rise in most other prices. In con¬ 
tributions to human well being, no other industry can 
match the record of the pharmaceutical manufacturer. 

Whole areas of disease have been wiped out, and others 
have been slowed down, such as scarlet fever, diptheria, 
smallbox, and pneumonia to mention a few. Thanks to tran¬ 
quilizers, mental hospitals today have 68,000 fewer patients 
than in their peak year of 1955. Out of the 848 new drugs 
introduced since 1940, 525 were developed in the U.S. and 
92 per cent of those developed in the States were pro¬ 
duced in the laboratories of private industry. Not a single 
worthwhile drug has been produced in communist-domin¬ 
ated countries in more than 50 years. 

By shortening hospital visits, the drug industry holds 
down medical care costs. Often pve worth of penicillin 
make take the place of a $1,000 operation. 

Next time you have reason to need an important drug 
for special use, just remember the thousands of research 
drugs used as tnedicines, even down to the aspirin for 
drug available. You can also be thankful the drug is con¬ 
trolled by law so that a monopoly on a particular pro¬ 
duct cannot exist, which could bring exorbitant prices, 
and make it impossible for the person with an average 
income to take advantage of the drug’s healing qualities. 

Though certain drugs have been getting a bad “press” 
due to their being misused, we can all be thankful for 
scientists who have, by many hours of labor, made the 
headaches! 

Next time you walk into your friendly drug store, be 
thankful you live in America!

sixteenth century, but only 
as a curiosity. Ire the mid¬ 
dle of the nineteenth cen¬ 
tury improvements in the 
size and' form of the fruit 
were made and today breed¬ 
ers have developed hun¬ 
dreds of varieties from the 
original small, wrinkled, 
seedy fruit. 

Another im,portant ingre¬ 
dient of oiur salad is the 
Onion which has been cul¬ 
tivated for so long that is 
difficult as to its origin. It 
may have originated in Asia 
Minor or India. 'We know 
onions were used in early 
Egypt, Greece and are men¬ 
tioned' in the Bible. 

If you prefer a more deli¬ 
cate flavor Leeks, also a 
member of the lily family 
may be used. The leek is 
native to Switzerland and is 
found growing wild in Al¬ 
geria. It too was cultivated 
by the Greeks and was so 
highly regarded by the Ro¬ 
mans that Nero is said to 
have oaten them regularly 
for several days each month 
to clear his voice. 

Perhaps you would like to 
ad'd a dash to your salad 
with a some garden cress 
or pepper grass. It is an 
early salad plant said to 


have been eaten by the Per¬ 
sians in 400 B.C. As a gar¬ 
nish you could add a fc'v 
sprigs of parsley. Parsley 
was known as early as the 
third centniry, B.C. Both, the 
Greeks and Romans used 
Parsley as a garnish and 
flavoring. However it did 
not gain acceptance in Eu¬ 
ro,i)e until the 13th century. 
It was introduced in Eng¬ 
land in 1,548. The first 
plants came from the Isla,nd 
of Sardinia, and later in the 
17th century it was brought 
to America. 

To add a crisp note to your 
salad include a few slices 
of the .Terusalem Artichoke. 
This perennial tuber is from 
a native American perennial 
sunflower. One of the few 
plants cultivated by the 
Indians, the Jer.siualem Arti¬ 
choke was introduced to 
Europe by some of the early 
explorers. These tubers are 
valuable in the diet of dia¬ 
betics as they contain no 
starch, and store .sugar in 
the form of levn.ilo.se. It may 
be eaten raw or cooked. The 
flavor is very much like the 
crisp water chestnuts used 
by the Chi.ne.se. 

Perhaps we should rename 
our salad "The Salad of 
The Ancients.”
